4fThe request, sent yesterday to 
the nation's three major grain ex- 
changes in Chicago, Kansas City, 
and -Minneapolis, brought a quick 
reply from Walter Scott of Kansas 
City, president of the National As- 
sociation of Commodity Exchanges 
& Allied Trades, Inc. 


"The high prices that are ruling 


today are directly due to govern- 
ment policies and activities that 
have brought about 
conditions 


that the entire giain trade views 
with concern and alarm," Scott de- 
clared in a statement issued by 
the association's headquarters in 
New York. 


Widespread Competition 


Scott said widespread competi- 


tion has developed for meager 
grain supplies because of "the an- 
nouncement in November of the 
completion, of relief .purchases; the 
backing away of prices, the re- 
entry of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation in the market 
at 


above-market 
prices; 
the 
an- 


nouncement of greatly expanded 
government export programs; gov- 
ernment activities in absorbing all 
offers of grain as soon as they 
become available in competition 
with the trade." 


The commodity exchange au- 


thority in Washington asked that 
speculative traders be required to 
put up at least 25 per cent of the 
cash value of grain futures con- 
tracts purchased. 


Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 


son lias said that he believed 
speculation was "talking loudly" 
in grain price advances and that 
"corrective measures" are needed 
to avoid "speculative excesses." 


Seek Steady Market

market collapse this spring similar 
to, the cotton market break last 
October,

Moscow, Mach 15—(AP)—Sec- 


retary of State George C- Marshall 
today summoned Lt. Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay, military governor of Ger- 
many, to Moscow to serve as one 
of the peace advisers to the coun- 
cil of foreign ministers. 


Although it is well known that 


Clay is fully occupied in Germany, 
where he assumed the duties of 
U. S. commander in chief only to- 
day, the urgency of the discussions 
in Moscow persuaded Marshall to 
request his presence here 


Soviet attacks on German ad- 


ministration made it necessary to 
have a United States representa- 
tive at the table who is fully ac- 
quainted with all the facts and 
who can quickly supply Marshall 
with the required answers. 


Chinese Oppose Talks 


This, coupled with the impend- 


ing, 
all-important discussions on 


American* economic policy in Ger- 
many, which are chief 13' authoriz- 
ed by the American commander, 
combined to make Clay's presence 
essential. 


Authoritative sources said today 


the Chinese definitely had turned 
down Soviet Foreign Minister V. 
Molotov's suggestion for a discus- 
sion of China and under these cir- 
cumstances the United 
States 


would decline the participate in 
such discussions, since the U. S. 
position has been that China must 
be represented at any talks con- 
cerning her. 


These sources said Marshall was 


willing to exchange information in 
writing only with the Russians 
about China and that this infor- 
mation would be confined to Amer- 
ican troop withdrawal in China 
and American action under the 
commitments of the 1945 Moscow 
conference. 


The informants said that under 


no circumstances would Marshall 
discuss or exchange information 
on China's internal affairs or her 
policies.

Cincinnati, .March -15 —(AP) — 


Maj. Gen. William M. Hoge says 
he does not knew of any Ameri- 
can retreat caused by the back- 
firing of a German truck when 
the Ninth Armored division which 
he commanded participated in es- 
tablishment of the first bridge- 
head across the Rhine river in 
1945. 


Hoge's statement, made-yester- 


day at a news conference berore 
an address here, followed publica- 
tion March 7 of a column by Hal 
Boyle, 
Associated Press 
writer 


and war correspondent. 


The column quoted an unidenti- 


fied officer-of, the 27th Infantry 
battaJion, Ninth Armored divis- 
ion outfit which seized the Luden 
dorff bridge at Remagen, as say- 
ing that German truck's backiires 
startled U. S. forces into a retreat 
and that only two Americans re- 
mained on the eastern side of the 
bridge. 


The officer quoted in the column 


said the incident 
occurred the 


night of March 7, 1945, 
a few 


hours after* the bridge had been 
established, and that American 
forces did not recross the river 
until about dawn the next morn- 
ing. 


Hoge said there was a with- 


drawal that night at Remagen, 
but he thought at least one com- 
pany of 125 or 135 men remained 
across the Rhine and that they 
perhaps were reinforced by rem- 
nants of other companies. 


A staff member of the Cincin- 


nati Times-Star brought up the 
backfiring incident, as related by 
Boyle, at the news, conference.'

Washington, March 15 — (AP) 


— The White House announced 
today that President Truman has 
received messages 
from 
Greek 


government officials assuring they 
will "cooperate unreservedly" in 
United States etforts to restore 
peace and security there. 


Eben Ayers, assistant press sec- 


retary, said the "waim and appre- 
ciative" messages came from the 
Greek prime minister and the 
leader of the parliamentary oppo- 
sition. 


Mr. Truman is in Florida on a 


"long weekend" rest. The White 
House statement said he voiced 
the hope that "these evidences ot 
good will mark the beginning of 
a happier era for Greece", helped 
by the proposed $400,000,000 in 
loans to Greece and her neighbor 
Turkey. 


"It is also my profound hope 


that those Greeks who have tak- 
en up arms against their govern- 
ment will accept with confidence 
that amnesty which the Greek 
government is extending to all ex- 
cept those guilty of crimes against 
the common law'', Mr. Truman's 
statement said. 


Prime Minister Maximos, in his 


message, informed the president 
that Mr. Truman's message to 
congress asking economic and mil- 
itary "assistance" for the Greek 
government

Sight French Plane 


Wreckage in Alps 


Paris. March 15—(AP) —The 


wreckage of an Air France liner 
missing since yesterday with 23 
persons, has 
been 
sighted 
on 


Mount Moucherolle in the treach- 
erous French 
Alps, a company 


spokesman at Lyons airport an- 
nounced today. 
Four of the 18 


passengers were Americans. 


No information was available on 


survivors. 
The condition of the 


wreckage was difficult to discern 
from the air because of a heavy 
snowfall in the Alps last night. 


The plane, a two-eugine DC-3. 


left Nice yesterday for Paris. It 
crashed into the mountain on its 
southern slope and then slid back 
down into a valley, the company 
spokesman said. The site of the 
wreck is in the neighborhood of 
Chateau Bernard. 25 miles south 
of Rcnoble. 
\

' important part of the picture as a 


whole — though' the Bolshevist 
shadow doesn't strike across it so 
heavily.as in the case of Turkey 
and Greece which, in a manner of 
speaking, are sitting right under 
the Muscovite guns. Strategically 
Palestine is one of the bastions of 
that theater, and while thls long 
has been Britain's zone of influ- 
ence, it also is of vital,interest to 
America for numerous reasons. 


Bridge to Rich Area 


Just as Turkey is the land bridge 


between 
Europe 
and Asia, so 


neighboring Palestine is the bridge 
between Asia and Africa. It" is a 
center of increasingly 
important 


communications, especially by air, 
and it is a gateway to great fields 
of oil. Militarily its security is 
closely related to that of Turkey, 
the Dardanelles and Greece, if we 
consider that security from the 
Standpoint of a communist flood 
from the European continent to 
the north. 


Uncle Sam's interest in the 


Holy Land reaches much further 
than that, however. I suppose we 
can say that our interest began 
with the landing of the first colon- 
ists in America. 
They brought 


~ ashore with them an imperishable

three great religions—Christianity. 
Judaism 
and 
Mbharnmedanish.

Washington. March 15— (AP)— 


The best that can be salt for living 
costs is that they arc just abou 
standi.ig still. 


They remain away up 
there 


close to a record high. They ai 
about 01! per cent higher than be 
for the war. 


The -ecord was reached in De 


cember, 1946, when 
they 
were 


o3.3 per cent higher than pre-war 
costs. These arc all governmen 
figures. 


So there's been a slight drop, bu 


a veiy slight one. 


By living costs, in general, is 


meant the prices people pay foi 
the things they need to live, like 
food, rent, clothing, laundry, goods 


The government's Bureau of La- 


bor statistics gathers the figures 
but reports them a month late. 


Reports. Month Late 


Detailed figures for March won't 


be leported until late in April. De- 
tailed figures for February won't 
be reported until late this month. 


But last night the bureau issuer 


an estimate of what living costs 
were up to Feb. 15. 


So the figures used here are 


from the bureau and. since they in- 
clude the estimate, are the latest 
a\ai!able.

reached an all-time high in De- 
cember. 


A= noted, there's been a very 


slight jecrease since then. 


In order to show how living costs 


have climbed since the war started 
the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics 


had to choose pome pre-war per- 
od as a basis of comparison. It 
chose 1935-39. 


Here's what the figures show: 
By June 1946. living" costs had 


risen only 33.3 per cent over 1935- 
39. By December. 1946 — with OPA 
all but dead— they had soared to 
53.3 per cent over 1935-09. 


By Feb. 1947 — as noted — they 


had dropped from the 53.3 per 
cent pe-ik of last December to 53 
per cent.

very clear that this is not another 
old-fashioned bloc alliance direct- 
ed against Russia. They want the

he really meant" That called for 
no enormous intelligence, "it meant 
that Churchill anticipated the very 
crisis in American affairs, and in 
Christendom itself, that has now 
come after a few years of 
porizing.

Red army out of Austria and Ro 
mania, even 'Hungary, if possible 
And "Uncle Joe," when he argue' 
for the western invasion, wa 
"always conscious of the implica 
tions."

and Gailmor, the thief of the 
radio, and thousands of other 
vicarious warriors were bawling 
for a second front in France to 
save Russian li\-es.
